Yet more important than the, 
merit of the proposals is the fact 
that at last a start hor been 
mide to. modernise the League. 
The one seemingly insoluble 
problem was that, until a year 
2go, the League regurded them- 
selves not merely as udministra- 
tors but as geniuses, 

Now, suddeuly released from 
the blessed longevity of their 
own members, the Management 
Committee ure not so sure, They 
are detertnined to Mind vut. 


Prowlers 

By neising the inaxinurn wipe 
to £20 weekly all the year 
Tound and giving ull but re- 
caleltrint players a £25-in-the- 
£1,000 commission on, transfer 
fees, the Management Com- 
malttce understindably have 
ylelded principle lo industrial

Footballers might complain of
